lations here.

Department to tell the officials that he 
expects to leave the city on or about 
October 1. During his visit they quiz- 
zed him about his feelings and they 
are satisfied that Wu is going back to 
China with about as much feeling of 
security as he would if he were walK- 
ing about the streets carrying two or 
three "quarts of nitroglycerine. There 
is only one thing tnat consoles the 
Minister. 
That is that if he is very 


careful he may not be invited out to 
hang himself with the piece of silk 
string that the Empress Dowager may 
have in reserve to send him as a token 
01 her displeasure. 


It was learned that the diplomat in- 


tends to keep on the side of safety 
byasking the advice ot his Imperial 
rulers every time he comes to a lot 
of decrees that are in conflict with 
each other.

RUSSIA AND MANCHURIA. 


Count Cnsninl Makes a Statement of 


Muscovite Plains In tlie Orient. 


Count Cassini, the Russian embassa- 


dor at Washington, was recently iii- 
tervictved by the 
XBTT York World 


correspondent about Lord Cranborue's 
statement in parliament that Britain 
has been notified that negotiations are 
proceeding for the evacuation of Man- 
churia by Russia and that it is ex- 
pected that Manchuria will soon be 
restored to Chinese control. 
Count 


Cassini said: 


•'The assertion that negotiations are 


proceeding for the evacuation of Man- 
churia by Russia is hardly frank. Man- 
churia has been returned to Chinese 
jurisdiction in accordance vrith Rus- 
sia's original promise and programme. 


"Russian forces still hold New- 


chwang, and it is plainly understood 
by every cabinet throughout the world 
that we will continue to hold that 
port as long as Tientsin is occupied by 
the forces of governments foreign to 
China. 
We hold Newchwang as a 


guarantee for the evacuation of Tien- 
tsin and are prepared to return Ne-sv- 
clnvang and its railroad connections 
to the Chinese administration when- 
ever the corresponding obligations are 
discharged at Tientsin." 


The count further explained as fol- 


lows: 


"lu answer to oft repeated questions 


I may repeat the position of Russia. 
Manchuria was occupied by Russian 
forces because the Chinese regular 
troops invaded Russian territory prop- 
er and began war with us. We dixne 
them back and temporarily occupied a 
part of their territory* As an act of 
conquest and reprisal Russia was en- 
titled to the sovereignty of Manchuria. 


"At the beginning of hostilities Rus- 


sia announced that no policy of ag- 
grandizement animated her policies. 
When peace was secured, Russia grad- 
ually evacuated Chinese territory, re- 
turning it to the Chinese. We had 
conquered it. We held it 
Had we 


coveted Manchuria where was the 
power to drho us out? Russia held 
Manchuria 
with 
an 
overwhelming 


forco. Nothing equal to it could have 
been mobilized in China. 


"Manchuria was restored to China 


in compftnnce with the uncoerced good 
faitli of Russia and in accordance with 
a programme announced at the time 
we were repelling an actual war. Xew- 
chwang and similar territory will be 
treated in the same way."

At the meeting of the City Council 


Monday night, a report of which ap- 
pears in another 
column, two ordi- 


nances were introduced to grant two 
new franchises in wewark. 


One of these ordinances pertains to 


the electric street railroad company, 
whose present franchise has several 
years yet to run. The new owners of 
the city lines and also the 
Newark 


and Granville electric railroad are, as 
has heen announced, trie same people 
who own the Buckeye Lake line. The 
company is about to expend ahout 
.100,000 in putting the road here in 
first class condition 
and before ex- 


pending that sum the owners desire a 
new 25 year franchise. The measure 
was allowed to go over for the sec- 
ond reading. 


The other franchise asked for is a 


new company known as the People's 
Natural and Artificial Gas Company, 
the company has an option on New- 
ark Artificial Gas Light and Coke com- 
pany's plant and which has a consid- 
erable interest in the new 
Licking 


county gas territory north of Newark. 
It is proposed, it is fcaid, to Tiave Lick- 
ing county gas in Newark within ,/U 
days after the passage 
of the fran- 


chise. It is understood that the local 
gas companys' mains will all be test- 
ed and where necessary replaced with 
new pipes before turning in the gas 
from the Homer field. 
This measure 


was allowed to stand for its second 
reading at the next meeting. 


It is said that much cheaper gas 


will be furnished 'by the new, coci- 
pany.
